This view 
harmonizes pretty well.with the recent dis- 
coveries, described in theea colamns, regard- 
ing the connection between mosquitoes and 
malsria, for these make it probable that the 
germ when it leaves tho ineeot finds its way 
into a buman victim with food or drink.

‘The germ, which ia of soil origin, is 
strictly a protozoja, and roaches ite higbost 
development in low, moist ground with B 
favorable temperature, Surrounded by the 
propor'eoil conditions, this protezoiin passes 
from one atage of life into anothor with con- 
siderable rapidity; so that in tho present 
atate of our experimental knowledge, it is 
impossible to identify it; nor is it probable 
that by oultare wa shall bs able to produce 
the. accepted Laveran germ outside of the 
homanaystem, | 
‘As arule, the potable water from tho 
malarial districte is derived from driven 
wells not over twenty-two feet deep, in soil 
with olay orsome other imperyious substrata, 
which wator is generally oool and palatable, 
often sparkingly clear, but more frequently 
a little turbid, This water is filled with on 
incaloulable namber of these germs in all 
stages of development ; and if used as a pot- 
able water, thay natarally find their way ia- 
to the syatem through the alimentary ohan- 
nel. This protozedn pasate through so nan’ 
forma or stages of life that in some stages It 
is light enough to float and be transported 
by the moiat airof low grounds, but in this 
etate it is comparatively hurmices except un- 
der most oxtraordinary couditiona ; it is not 
until the surfece-water is ased that the real 
mischief begins, when, by reason of higher 
development, it has become much more vir~ 
1 olent than that floating in thoair. A vory 
shoft period of inoubation is sufficient to 
develop a severe oase of malarial fever in the 
newcomer who uses the surfaoce-water.

COUNTERFEIT COINS IN JAVA, 


The quantity of cogyterfeit silver agin 
‘\cirsulatiog ia Java odittinuea to inorense, 
and this fact has aroused widespread alarm. 
Silver coin is now beginning to bo looked 
upon with snapicion in many.parts there, 
and people shun having largo quantitics of 
it in thoir possesgicn.- ‘Tho trouble arises 
from Netherlands India being on 2 gold basis, 
and from the great difforemco between the 
intrinsic and circulating valus of ita silver 
coin. The difference is high enough to allow 
of profitable connterfeiting, aad coinera have 
not failed to take every adveutuge of the 
opportunity, Bat, judging from the ox- 
change quotations, the quantity of spurious 
silver coin in circusation bas had no ¢ffect_on 
the nominal value of the latter in. Java. 
Bat, the evil is masifested by tho growing 
mistruat of silver coin, Matters have come 
to guoh o pass that silver coin is bot token 
in.Java without a searobing soratiny, Dis- 
ooveries of falee coin ara sontinnally reported, 
|| aud difficulty. contiouslly arises in passing 
genuine money, The Government Treacury 
and the Java Bank are extremely strict ia 
passing silver coin, and have recourse to ape- 
cia} teats of genuineness. One result of all 
this is that silver money alroady begins to 
depreciate in Java, despite the gold’ basis, 
Bilver fs thue often not received in payment, 
unless at a heavy discount on pretence that 
itis not genuine. or that its genuineness is 
doubtful, Tbe authorities, co fur, aro uo- 
able to cheok the importation of the aputious 
coin which is smuggled in abl sorts of artful 
ways, Tho counterieiting of two-and-a- 
half guilder pieces now gives ono hundred 
per deat, profit % the oviners, Hitherto, 
they have tried their skill on the larger 
pieces, but additions! danger will arise 
should they turo their attention more to 
guilders” and hnlf-guilders,, Counterfeit 
half-guilders have a ring clmost indistin- 
guiehable from that of tho genuine asia, und 
counterfoiting the smaller pieces is harder 
to detect than that of the larger one, The 
sparious pieces ara co like the genuine coin 
that itis only exports that can. detect any 
differonoe, sud sometimes the oounterfett 
artiole ia expor ® Hollané where it pets 
into ciroulation and comes. back to Jaya as 
of ng mintage, The Government stands
